A Want  of 
Appetite  and  too  great  Craving  and  Faintness,  a 
Nausea  or  Vomiting,  Flatulent  Swellings,  Rum- 
bling in  the  Bowels,  Watching,  Low  Spirits, 
Cramps,  Convulsions,  and  violent  Pains  in  the  Sto- 
mach and  Bowels.  An  increafcd  Secretion  of  Sa- 
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jliVa,  from  an  Irritation  of  the  VefTels  of  the  falivary 
Glands;  a Ball  of  Wind  in  the  Throat;  a Spas- 
modic Asthma  in  the  Lungs;  Palpitations  and 
irregular  Motions  in  the  Heart,  an  excejfive  Flow 
of  pale  Urine,  or  fometimes  nephritic  Pains  in  the 
Kidneys  ; an  Hemicrania  or  Pain  in  one  half  of  the 
Head  ; the  Calvus  Hystericus,  or  (hooting  Pains  in 
the  Head.  Befidcs  thefe  I have  fecn  many  other  Symp- 
toms occafioned  by  an  imperfect  or  an  irregular 
Gout;  fuch  as  Delirium  or  Mania;  an  Inflam- 
mation in  one  of  the  Tonsils  of  the  Throat  ; a troii- 
blefome  Dysuria,  or  frequent  Defire  to  make  Waters 
a violent  Itching  between  the  Toes;  a fevere  Pain 
about  the  Cartilago  Ensiformis,  or  Breast  Bone, 
returning  twice  or  thrice  a Day,  efpecially  upon  any 
ltrong  Affection  of  the  Mind,  or  Effort  of  the  Body, 
and  fometimes  attended  with  a painful  Sensation  in 
the  Middle  of  each  Arm;  a Senfe  of  burning  Heat 
over  the  Surface  of  the  Body,  except  the  Legs,  while 
the  Skin  was  fcarcely  fenfibly  hotter  than  in  a State  of 
Health,  and  the  Pulfe  was  under  eighty  in  a Minute. 
In  one  Patient  I met  with  a flight  but  frequent  returning 
Gonorrhoea,  from  a Gouty  Humour  falling  in  the 
VefTels  of  the  Urethra:  and  in  another  an  uneafy 
Itching  of  the  Scrotum.  I have  feen  three  Cafes  of 
a sharp  Pain  in  the  Testicles,  from  the  fame  Caufe. 
In  one  of  thefe  there  was  a confiderable  Swelling  along 
with  the  Pain,  both  went  off  upon  the  Gout  coming  into 
■both  Feet. 

All  this  is  confirmed  by  obferving  that  Perfons,  who 
fhave  been  but  little  troubled  before  with  thefe  Symp- 
litoms,  commonly  called  Nervous,  upon  the  Rheu- 
matic, or  rather  Gouty  Pains,  leaving  their  Feet, 
IHan  ds,  or  Loins,  have  been  feized  with  an  irregular 
^Intermitting  Pulse,  Giddiness,  Faintness,  Dif- 
ficulty in  Breathing,  Nausea,  Vomiting,  Fla- 
tulency in  the  Stomach  and  Bowels,  Depression  of 
Spirits,  and  other  Symptoms  of  the  like  Kind.

Such  Complaints,  if  the  Patient  has  been  fubjed  to 
the  Gout,  or  has  Gouty  Relations,  are  juftly  im- 
puted to  the  Gouty  Matter  leaving  the  Extremities , 
and  fixing  on  the  Head>  or  Vijcera  of  the  Breafi  or  Belly .

Madam,
